CULTURE.—To secure the most satisfactory results they should be 
planted in the garden or well prepared beds on thelawn. ‘They delight in 
a deep, rather heavy, rich clay soil. If well protected they can generally 
be wintered over successfully and will bloom more freely the second season. 
About the middle of November, or after the ground begins to freeze, pin the 
bushes flat on the ground and cover with six inches or more of fallen leaves, 
straw, evergreen boughs, etc., to prevent severe freezing. Ikemove cover- 
ing when vegetation Starts and cut branches back almost to the ground.

Nearly 
one-third of the shipment was inside of the freight depot, being weighed and billed ready for shipment. Our 
sales last year were phenomenal, reaching a total of 20,000 trees.

The last few years hasshown a rapid destruction of our forests and timber tracts. The American people are 
just awakening to the fact that there must be something done, and that speedily, to both preserve the timber 
now remaining and to plant other for future generations. ‘The President, in his last Message to Congress, speaks 
warningly on the subject. We should heed the warning. ; 


From farmers, ratlroad companies and all users of fence posts comes the complaint that our Oak and 
_ other post timber ts not as durable as tt was years ago. Whether or not this is true, we cannot say, but that 
good timber, suitable for posts is rapidly becoming scarce, is obvious to all close, interested observers. 


WASTE LANDS. There are very few farms, either large or small, that does not contain waste places, 
where good post timber can be grown. In hilly farms there are many gullies and canyons, along the sides of 
which thousands of trees could be grown. On level farms there are usually some waste places: and if not, to set 
aside an acre or two to plant in post timber would prove to be a source of great profit within a few years. -
